Mr-  Hatch  (manager  and  assis- 
tant manager  of  the  Campus 
Bookstore).  Mr.  Guseman  made 
no  prepared  speech,  as  the 
purpose  of  his  presentation 
was  to  bring  out  facets  of  Book- 
store policy  by  the  means  of 
student  questions 

As  a  member  of  the  National 
Follct  Corporation,  the  Book- 
store must  operate  within  a 
certain  structure  and  set  of 
rules.  The  Bookstore's  hands 
are  tied  economically.  Mr. 
Guseman  explained  that  "We  do 
not  price  any  book  ia  that  book- 
store." The  publisher  sends 
on'  invoice  with  all  books 
bought  by  the  bookstore,  and 
they  set  a  price  20%  over  that. 

There  ore  various  basic 
criteria  to  be  judged  when 
dealing  with  buying  -  back  of 
books.  Tbe  Bookstore  itself 
sells  used  books  at  75%  of  the 
list  price.  In  one  case,  the 
student  is  refunded  all  money 
for  his  book;   this  tomes  when 


to  wait  until  the  professors' 
turn  in  their  list  or  ncKl  semes- 
ter's books  before  they  sell.  A 
book  thai  could  only  be  bought 
at  wholesale  value  aow  may  be 
bought  thea  at  505.  There  is  a 
wholesale  price  list  of  all 
books  available  for  the  students 
to  consult  when  they  sell  books 
baok,  and  Vu\  Guseman  urges 
Btudents  to  use  it. 

There  has  been  some 
trouble  this  year  with  books  not 
being  available.  Of  the  two 
reasons  for  this,  one  is  that  the 
publisher  just  docs  not  send 
the  ordered  books 
store.  Mr.  Guscma 
has  spent  much  lir 
phone,  pleading 
lisher.

In  the  interlude  that  follows  he  winds  up  killing  his  daughter's  beau  and  takes 
the  junky's  shopping  bag  full  of  goodies.  He  is  countered  and  teemed  with  a  cha- 
racter whom  he  meets  in  a  bar  (the  'American'  no  less).  From  this  man,  'Joe', 
he  is  given  nationalization  for  his  evil  deeds.  Joe  intimidates  Mr.  Well-to-do  to 
enter  into  further  exploits  as  a  protection  of  Mother,  the  Dag,  and  apple  pie. 

Joe  is  a  powerful  man  of  motivation  without  initiation.  Mr.  Well-to-do  gives 
him  the  initiation.  Together  they  take  on  a  hippy  commune  in  upstate  New  York.

When  it  gets  bade- 
nough  we  call  it  smog  and  it 
keeps  us  from  seeing  the  sce- 
nery'. In  Los  Angeles  one  of 
the  worst  smog  areas,  people 
talk  wistfully  of  someday  having 
1940  quality  air. 

Is  there  any  hope  for  stop- 
ping population  growth?  Yes, 
il  is  a  realistic  possibility. 
Some  European  countries  have 
reached  this  goal.  All  that  it 
requires  is  that  the  average  fa- 
mily be  two  children.  If  there 
are  only  two  children  in  a  fami- 
ly, then  the  net  long  term  growth 
is  zero,  because  one  child  re- 
places the  father  and  the  olher 
replaces  the  mother.  In  the 
United  States  it  is  that  third 
and  fourth  child  in  a  family  that 
is  causing  the  population  growth.
